The city of Earlington has been divided into four Fire Dis- 
tricts, known as number one, two, throe and four. These districts 
are formed by the two natarnl physical dividing lines,— viz. Main 
Street and the L. & N. R. R. « 

Fire District No. 1, comprises all that territory North of Main 
St., and West of the K. R , (.e. g. the Oity Hull, liouud House, F. 
B.Arnold's reeideooe, Pomp Honse, etc. etc., are in District 
No. 1. 

Fire District 2., comprises all that territory North of Main St., 
nud East nf the U. K., (e. tlie St. Bernard Store, Barnes, Oow- 
aud & Co., P. H. Wbalens residence. Masonic Temple. "Logtown" 
etc. etc., are iu District No. 2. 

Fire District .3., comprises all that territory South of Main St., 
and West of the K. U., (e. g. the Post Office, Goodloe's restaurant, 
Ohas. Cowell's residence, Mrs. Harriet Browning's reaidenoe, Esq. 
Jas. Priest's residence, etc. etc., are in District No. 8. 

Fire District 4., comprises fill that territory South of Main St., 
and East of the li. K., (e. «. the Peoples Bank, Victory Building, 
0. M. Henrj^'a residence. Catholic Obnrob. New Methodist Church, 
etc. etc., are in District No. 4. 

Each telephone subscriber in these Districts has been furnish- 
ed with a card showing the number of Fire District iu which each 
phone is situated, — these cards directing that, in case of fire, Cen- 
■tral Telephone Bzohange be informed of District Number and 
name of house "on fire". The Central operator will in turi| notify 
L. & N. Round House, which will give the alarm. 

The Round House whistle will in the fotnre give the official 
alarm, and this alarm contUt of a seriea of abort blasts followed by 
one, two, three or four long ones, according to the district in 
which fire is located,— these lone blasts indicating the district. 
This aljirra will be repeated as seems necessary. The L. & N. loco 
moti vea will not give the alarw nnlefa an ^^gio^ei; or train men 
should first discover a fire (1. e. should see it before the regular 
alarm had lieen given)— or, in the event the regular Round Bouse 
alarm ibould rail to arouse the tire Department at night.
